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SHELTER DELUSION 
Recently a large metropolitan newspaper 
said that in the event of nuclear attack 
“around 70 million Americans could find 
shelter in some degree in about 85,000 
buildings marked for that purpose in the 50 
states by the federal government.” This 
is, doubtless unintentionally , so over-opti­ 
mistic as to border on falsity . 
There is a loophole in that ex pression, 
“could find shelter.” If taken to me^n sim­ 
ply that under optimum circumstances this 
much shelter space is available, it is ac­ 
curate. But the hitch is that “could” does 
not mean “would,” or even “would be likely 
to find shelter.” 
Once nuclear missiles were launched, the 
warning time would be a matter of minutes 
—less than half an hour, most probably . 
There seems but a small chance that within 
that brief span, complicated by confusion 
and perhaps even panic, any thing like 70 
million would get to shelters of whose ex ­ 
istence many are not even aware. 
Nor would the designated shelters be 
adequate, in many cases, to provide any ­ 
thing but minimal protection. Some are 
stocked; many are not. The difference 
probably would be academic if there were 
an intensive, sustained attack of the sort to 
be ex pected if any attack is made at all. 
For in that cases the outer world in target 
cities would be such an inferno of fire 
storms and radiation that those who sur­ 
vived might think themselves worse off 
than those killed at once. 
It is not the counsel of despair to say 
that we should not delude ourselves as to 
the effectiveness of the present shelter pro­ 
gram, or of any ex cept the most complex 
and fantastically ex pensive sy stem. Money 
that might be spent on shelters would be 
better spent on keeping and strengthening 
the peace.

THE YOUNG Tl KKS AND INDIANA’S 
OWN LBJ 
Indianapolis, Ind. — Once there were twenty 
states that had Right to Work laws. 
Now there 
are nineteen. 
The Indiana Legislature, bowing to 
the blood cries of the unions, has repealed the 
state’s 19 57 Right to Work legislation, and the 
new I>emocratic Governor, Roger Douglas Brani- 
gin, has signed the bill. 
There are two schools ot thought about the 
meaning of the Indiana union victory . One school 
say s that it indicates what is going to happen na­ 
tionally , when the unions demand a Congressional 
prohibition of all Right to Work laws every where 
as pay ment for what they did to promote the big 
Democratic sweep for Ly ndon Johnson. The other 
school is less certain that repeal ot Right to Work 
in Indiana has any national significance. 
Governor Branigin, in talking about Right to 
Work repeal, doesn’t sound especially proud of 
what his Legislature has done. 
“It was a plat­ 
form obligation,’’ he say s in ex plaining his own 
refusal to veto the repeal bill. 
Ase the Governor outlines the story , the now- 
defunct Indiana Right to Work law didn’t have 
much practical significance any way . 
The em­ 
ploy ers of Indiana nad already accepted some­ 
thing called 
the "Agency Shop.’’ which, in effect, 
was a legal 
way of evading the Right to Work 
law. 
Under 
the Agency Shop the unions were col­ 
lecting dues 
from every worker in given indus­ 
trial 
establishments whether 
he 
formally 
be- 
ongod to a unior, or not. 
An appellate court had 
judged the Agency Shop to be on infringement of 
the Right to Work law. 
So, in the opinion of 
many Indianans, the only thing lost by repeal of 
right to Work was something that had became a 
hollow facade. 
Repeal won’t, in their opinion, 
either increase or diminish actual union strength 
in Indiana. 
The situation being what it is in Indiana, local 
repeal of Right to Work can’t be made to sound 
as if it were a major victory for a great union 
principle. 
It follows, conversely , that it is not a 
great defeat for believers in Right to Work. 
It 
could cause a ripple on Capitol Hill in Washing, 
ton. 
But it can hardly be magnified into a great 
wave. 
Governor Branigin, who signed the repeal bill 
with no great show of enthusiasm, is an interest­ 
ing phenomenon. 
The image he has created local­ 
ly is one of moderation and fiscal conservatism. 
He was a corporation lawy er in Lafay ette, In­ 
diana, before he ran off with the Democratic nom­ 
ination for Governor. 
Before assuming office he promised to veto a 
sales tax repeal bill if the Legislature did not 
enact a substitpte measure to take its place. 
As 
a fiscal conservative he has actually trimmed 
down the two-y ear budget recommended by the 
outgoing 
administration 
of 
former 
Governor 
Welsh. 
One of the cuts demanded by th? prudent 
Branigin would take $18 million from funds rec­ 
ommended for the state's four tax -supported uni­ 
versities. 
The Senate is being pressured to re­ 
store the $18 million. 
With Governor Branigin making noises in the 
capitol that sound fiscally conservative, it follows 
that businessmen are putting the same sort of 
trust in him locally that they are putting in Pres­ 
ident Ly ndon Johnson nationally . They argue that 
no great harm can be done to the conservative 
cause by som- body ' who doesn't go overboard on 
money . 
But Governor Branigin is luckier than 
Lvndin Johnson, for he can depend on grants of 
money from Washington to pay for many of the 
state’s local Great Society bills. 
Indiana is cur­ 
rently embarked on a great w ater conservation 
program and is planning to create ten new artifi­ 
cial lakes over a ten-y ear period. 
The federal 
government will pay a sizeable percentage of the 
bill for this ambitious conservation program be- 
for it is completed. 
Governor 
Branigin. 
like 
Lvndon 
Johnson, 
doesn’t like labels. 
He say s: “If I knew what a 
liberal is. I might be able to tell y ou if I am one.” 
His wholp tone is one of a desire to cleave to the 
center. 
W hether the Y?ung Turks in his le g is ­ 
lature will permit him to remain a man of the

HUMANE LAB STANDARDS 
A moderate approach to the matter of 
assuring humane treatment of laboratory 
animals is embodied in a bill introduced by 
Senator Neuberger of Oregon.

The DOCTOR SAYS 


Drugs — Means to an End, 
Not End in Themselves

Wonderful as many modern drugs are. I hope 
I have not given the impression that they are the 
hope of all mankind. 
Many of us take too much 
medicine, with results that are often disappoint­ 
ing if not downright harmful. 
; 
1 he clever doctor today will alway s outline a 
program for the treatm ent of y our ills that in- 
j eludes drugs as a part, but not necessarily the 
most important part. 
In all hut a few cases, such as the diabetics 
who must take insulin or tolbutamide indefinite­ 
ly , the best doctors will prescribe drugs for only 
a short period. 
One woman was seen recently by an eminent 
consultant because of a puzzling combination of 
complaints. 
She freely admitted that, in spite 
of taking a variety of medicines, she had ob- 
i served no improvement. 
At the time of her visit she was taking a rem ­ 
edy to bring her blood pressure down, another for 
hardening of the arteries, a 
tranquilizer and 
something to help her sleep at night. 
The consultant decided that the only way to 
get to the root of her trouble was to start from 
1 scratch. 
To find out what her sy mptoms were without 
any of those drugs, he asked her to take no medi­ 
cine for two weeks and report back to him. 
Two day s later she reported that she was 
cured. 
The depression for which she had been taking 
1 one of the pills was gone; the bad taste in her 
mouth had disappeared; she no longer itched all 
over and she was steadier on her feet. 
Best of all, she once again felt that life was 
worth living. 
Fortunately for her, none of the 
drugs she was taking were habit-forming. 
In many instances patients have developed an­ 
noy ing sy mptoms when they were taking the 
right medicine but the wrrong dose. 
Incidentally , this is one of the reasons why 
y ou should not try to treat y ourself and why y ou 
should report all undesirable sy mptoms to y our 
doctor when y ou are using his prescription. 
Adjusting the dosage to y our individual needs 
often requires a great deal of skill. 
The unfortunate results of too much tre a t­ 
ment are nowhere more apparent than in the 
treatm ent of skin diseases. 
Many an itching eruption has cleared up when 
a soothing lotion has been substituted for a more 
vigorous but irritating preparation.

HUMANE LAB STANDARDS 
A moderate approach to the matter of 
assuring humane treatment of laboratory 
animals is embodied in a bill introduced by 
Senator Neuberger of Oregon. It provides 
for minimum standards, and states that no 
federal research grant or contract may be 
made except to those who comply with 
these standards. 
Mrs. Neuberger would have it declared 
to be national policy that “living vertebrate 
animals used for scientific experiments and 
tests shall lye spared unnecessary pain and 
fear; that they shall be used only when no 
other feasible and satisfactory methods 
can be used to ascertain biological and 
scientific information for the cure of dis­ 
ease, alleviation of suffering, prolongation 
of life, the advancement of physiological 
knowledge, or for military requirements; 
and that all such animals shall be comfort­ 
ably housed, well fed, and humanely han­ 
d le .” Standards of care and treatment 
compatible with this policy would be es­ 
tablished by the surgeon general after con­ 
sultation with interested scientific and ani­ 
mal welfare groups.

O ne w om an w as seen recently by an em inent 
consultant because of a puzzling com bination of 
com plaints. 
She freely adm itted th a t, in spite 
of taking a v ariety of m edicines, she had ob­ 
served no im provem ent. 
A t the tim e of her visit she w as taking a rem ­ 
edy to bring h er blood pressure down. an o th er for 
hardening of th e arteries, 
a 
tran q u ilizer and 
som ething to help her sleep at night. 
T he consultant decided th a t th e only w ay to 
get to the root of her trouble w as to s ta rt from 
scratch. 
To find out w hat her sym ptom s w ere w ithout 
any of these drugs, he asked her to tak e no m edi­ 
cine for tw o w eeks and report back to him. 
Two days later she reported that she was 
cu r d. 
T he depression for w hich she had been tak in g 
one of the pills w as gone; the had ta ste in her 
m outh had disappeared; she no longer itched all 
over and she w as steadier on h er feet. 
Best of all, she once again felt th a t life w as 
w orth living 
F o rtu n a te ly for her, none of the 
drugs she w as tak in g w ere habit-form ing. 
In m any instances p atien ts have developed a n ­ 
noying sym ptom s w hen they w ere taking the 
right m edicine but the w rong dose. 
Incidentally, this U one of the reasons why 
you should not try to treat yourself and why you 
should report all undesirable sym ptom s to your 
doctor when you are using his prescription. 
A djusting th e dosage to your individual needs 
often requires a g reat deal of skill. 
T he u n fo rtu n a te results of too m uch tr e a t­ 
m ent are now here m ore ap p aren t than in the 
tre a tm e n t of skin diseases.

With the growing popu lari­ 
ty of scarab jewelry, there 
is new interest in all manner 
of carved gems. Cameos, too,

Carnehan, 
agate, 
blood­ 
stone and tiger's-eye aie all 
members of the Chalcedony 
family and take beau titu llv to 
either intaglio or bas-relief 
carving. These engraved gem 
materials were primarily u sed 
for three reasons: as an orna­ 
ment, as seals or signets, or 
as an amu let or charm. 


In early Egypt, the sacred 
beetle had the same signifi­ 
cance as the cross du ring the 
Christian era. The scarab was 
so cherished as a powerfu l 
amu let that for a period of 
abou t 
2000 
years, 
e v e r y 
Egyptian citizen <abou t seven 
million' had one or more of 
these carved gems. That is 
why there are still so many 
examples of scarabs in ex­ 
istence today.
